NOW,  THEREFORE,  I,  Woodrow  Wilson,  President  of  the  rtSS;^''*''?!iffata2 
United  States,  hereby  issue  this  proclamation  to  call  especial  atten-  tteud.       *»"'—— 
tion  to  the  following  provisions  of  the  Constitution  and  the  laws  of 
the  United  States:  

Section  3  of  Article  HI  of  the  Constitution  provides,  in  part:  ooostttatioii. 

Treason  against  the  United  States,  shall  consist  only  in  levying 
war  against  them,  or  in  adhering  to  their  Enemies,  giving  them 
Aid  and  Comfort. 

The  Criminal  Code  of  the  United  States  provides: 

Stction  1, 

Whoever,  owing  allegiance  to  the  United  States,  levies  war 
against  them  or  adheres  to  their  enemies,  giving  them  aid  and 
comfort  within  the  United  States  or  elsewhere,  is  guilty  of  treason. 

Section  2. 

Whoever  is  convicted  of  treason  shall  suffer  death;  or,  at  thCfon. 
discxetion  of  the  court,  shall  be  imprisoned  not  less  than  five  years  ^^  ^  ^  i^"** 
and  fined  not  less  than  ten  thousand  doUars,  to  be  levied  (m  and 
coUeeted  but  of  any  or  all  of  his  property,  real  and  personal,  of 
whicfi  he  was  the  qwner  at  the  time  of  committing  such  treason, 
any  sale  or  conveyance  to  the  contrary  notwithstanmn^;  and  every 
person  so  convicted  of  treason  shau,  moreover,  be  mcapable  of 
holding  any  office  under  iiie  United  States.

In  the  sense  in  which  we  haye 
been  wont  to  think  of  armies  iiiere  are  no  armies  in  this  stn^i^. 
There  are  entire  nations  armed.  Thus,  the  men  who  remain  to  till 
the  soil  and  man  the  factories  are  iio  less  a  part  of  the  army  that  ib 
France  than  the  men  beneath  the  battle  flags.  It  must  be  so  with 
us.  It  is  not  an  army  that  we  must  shape  and  train  for  war;  it  is  a 
nation.  To  this  end  our  people  must  draw  close  in  one  compact  front 
against  a  common  foe.  But  this  can  not  be  if  each  man  pursues  a 
private  purpose.  All  must  pursue  one  purpose.  The  nation  needs 
all  men ;  out  it  needs  each  man,  not  in  the  field  that  Will  most  pleasure 
him,  but  in  the  endeavor  that  will  best  Bene  the  common  good. 
Thus,  though  a  sharpshooter  pleases  to  opcxrate  a  trip-hammer  for  the 
forging  of  great  guns,  and  an  expert  machinist  desires  to  march  with 
the  flag,  the  nation  is  being  servea  only  when  the  sharpshooteFmarches 
and  the  machinist  remains  at  lus  levers.  The  whole  nation- must  be 
a  team  in  which  each  man  shall  play  the  part  for  which  he  is  best 
fitted.  To  this  end,  Congress  has  provided  that  the  nation  shall  be 
organized  for  war  by  selection  and  that  each  man  shall  be  classified 
for  service  in  the  place  to  which  it  shall  best  serve  the  general  good 
to  call  him.

Rule  1.  A  vessel  of  war,  for  the  purposes  of  these  rules,  is  defined  hmT^  of  ww  «•- 
as  a  public  anned  vessel,  imder  the  command  of  an  officer  duly  com- 
missioned by  the  government,  whose  name  appears  on  the  list  of 
offii»rB  of  the  military  fleet,  and  the  crew  of  which  are  imder  regular 
naval  discipline,  which  vessel  is  qualified  by  its  annament  and  the 
character  of  its  personnel  to  take  oflfensive  action  against  the  public 
or  private  ships  of  the  enemy. 

An  auxiliary  vessel,  for  the  piirposes  of  these  rules,  is  de-  itnUS^'^^ 
fined  as  any  vessel,  belligerent  or  neutral,  armed  or  unarmed,  which 
does  not  fall,  under  the  aefinition  of  Rule  1,  which  is  employed  as  a 
transport  or  iSeet  auxiUaiy  or  in  any  other  way  for  the  direct  purpose 
of  prosecuting  or  aiding;  nostilities,  whether  bj  land  or.  sea;  but  a 
vessel  fitted  up  and  used  exclusively  as  a  hospital  ship  is  excepted, 

Rule3.  A  vessel  of  war  or  an  auxiliarv  vessel  of  a  belligerent,  o^er  ^  ^jyoj,;;^  tiii 


than  ^e  United  States,  shall  only  be  permitted  to  pass  through  the  KaSPVr  oti 
Ganal  after  her  commanding  officer  has  given  written  assurance  to  the  ^^'^^  ^^ 
Authorities  of  the  Panama  Uanal  that  the  Rules  and  Regulations  wiH 
be  faithfully  observed. 

The  authorities  of  the  Panama  Canal  shall  take  such  steps  as  may  Auxiuuy 
be  requisite  to  msure  the  observance  of  the  Rules  and  Regulations  by 
aaxihary  vessels  which  are  not  commanded  by  an  officer  of  the 
miUtary  fleet. 

Rule  4.  Vessels  of  war  or  auxiliary  vessels  of  a  belligerent,  other 
than  the  United  States,  shall  not  revictual  nor  take  any  stores  in  the 
Oanal  except  so  far  as  may  be  strictly  necessary;  and  the  transit  of 
such  vessels  through  the  Canal  shall  be  effected  with  the  least  possible 
delay^  in  accordance  with  the  Canal  Regulations  in  force,  and  with  only 
each  intermission  as  may  result  from  the  necessities  of  tne  service.

WhereaB  Oongroas  has  eoacted,  and  the  President  has  on  the   ggSSL^ 
fifteenth  day  of  June,  1917;  approved  a  law  which  contains 
Uie  fcUowing  proTisions:

or  foreign,  for  which  dearance  is  required  by  law,  and  by  formal 
notice  served  upon  the  owners,  master,  or  peison  or  persons  in 
command  or  diarge  of  anv  domestic  vessd  for  whidi  clearance  is 
not  required  by  law,  to  forbid  the  d^arture  of  such  vessel  from  the 
port,  and  it  shall  lliereupon  be  unlawful  for  such  vessd  to  dcfpart.

States,  by  means  of  separate  United  States  Branches  established  pur- 
suant to  the  laws  of  such  States,  and  are  now  engaged  in  such  business 
under  the  supervision  of  the  Insurance  Departments  thereof,  with 
assets  in  the  United  States  deposited  with  Insurance  Departments  or 
in  the  hands  of  resident  trustees,  citizens  of  the  United  States,  for  the 
protection  of  allpolicy-holders  in  the  United  States; 

AND  WHEREAS,  the  nature  of  marine  and  war  risk  insurance  is

WHEREAS,  Under  and  by  virtue  of  an  Act  of  Congress  entitled  wJiiSm^  ^  **" 
"An  Act  to  provide  further  for  the  national  security  and  defense  by    ^Pw^nw^. 
encoura^ng  the  production,  conserving  the  supply,  and  controlling 
the  distribution  of  fuel",  approved  by  Uie  President  on  the  10th  day 
of  August.  1917,  it  is  proviaed  among  other  things  as  follows:  _ 

^  'That,  by  reason  of  the  existence  of  a  state  of  war,  it  is  essen-  fS^SiSJ'SIS?' 
tial  to  the  national  security  and  defense,  for  the  successful  prose- 
cution of  the  war,  and  for  the  support  and  maintenance  of  the 
Army  and  Navy,  to  assure  an  adequate  supply  and  equitable 
distnbution,  ana  to  facilitate  the  movement,  of  foods^  feeos,  fuel, 
including  fuel  oil  and  natural  gas,  fertilizer  and  fertilizer  in- 
gredients, tools,  utensils,  implements,  machine]^,  and  equip- 
ment required  for  the  actual  production  of  foods,  feeds,  and  luel, 
hereafter  in  this  Act  called  necessaries;  to  prevent,  locally  or 
generally,  scarcity^  monopolization,  hoarding,  injurious  specu- 
lation, manipulations,  and  private  coixtrois,  affecting  such 
supply,  distrioution,  and  movement;  and  to  establish  ana  main- 
tain governmental  control  of  such  necessaries  during  the  war. 
For  such  purposes  the  instrumentahties,  means^  methods, 
powers,  autnonties,  duties,  obligations,  and  prohibitions  here^ 
inafter  set  forth  are  created,  established,  conferred,  and  pre- 
scribed. The  President  is  authorized  to  make  such  regulations 
and  to  issue  such  ordlBTs  as  are  essential  effectively  to  carry  out  the 
provirions  of  this  Aet."

effect  any  of  the  purposes  of  this  Act.  and  shall  publicly  so  an- 
nounce, no  person  shall,  after  a  date  nxed  in  the  announcement, 
engage  in  or  carry  on  any  such  business  specified  in  the  announce- 
ment of  importation,  manufacture,  storac^e,  mining,  or  distribu- 
tion of  any  necessaries  as  set  forth  in  such  announcement,  unless 
he  shall  secure  and  hold  a  license  issued  pursuant  to  this  section. 
The  Pl'esident  is  authorized  to  issue  such  licenses  and  to  prescribe 
r^ulations  for  systems  of  accounts  and  auditing  of  accounts  to 
be  kept  by  licensees,  submission  of  reports  by  them,  with  or 
without  oath  or  affirmation  and  the  entry  and  inspection  by  the 
President's  duly  authorized  agents  of  the  places  of  business  of 
licensees.''

Ymereas,  in  a  case  entitled  ''Ex  parte  United  States,  Petitioner/' 
known  as  the  Killits  case,  decided  December  4.  1916.  it  was  held  by 
the  Supreme  Court  of  the  United  States  that  United  States  District 
judges  have  no  authority  to  suspend  sentence  or  the  impositioa 
thereof;  and 

Whereas,  many  judges  did  not  claim  such  power  and  others  both 
claimed  and  exercisea  it^  with  the  result  that  there  was  a  lack  of 
uniformity  in  the  administralion  of  the  criminal  laws,  and  a  large 
number  of  persons  who  had  been  convicted^  and  were  required  by 
acts  dt  C<»£re8s  to  be  sentenced  and  committed  had  t^scaped  pun- 
ishment vdtnout  legal  disposition  of  their  cases;  and 

Whereas,  in  many  instances,  defendants  in  such  courts,  'vdio  had 
been  improperlv  at  large  for  a  number  of  years,  under  the  circom-

A  PROCLAMATION 


WHEREAS,  By  the  Urgent  Deficiency  Act,  approved  October  6,  ^^SSt 
1917  (Pub.  No.  64,  65th  Gon^.),  an  appropriation  of  $7,000,000  was  FMuibfi. 
made  for  increasing  the  f acihties  for  the  proof  and  test  of  ordnance 
material,  including  necessary  buildings,  construction,  equipment, 
lancL  and  damages  and  losses  to  persons,  firms  md  corporations  result- 
ioff  from  the  procurement  of  the  land  for  this  purpose;  and  also  the 
salaries  and  expenses  of  any  agents-  appointea  to  assist  in  the  pro- 
cnrement  of  said  land,  or  damages  resulting  from  its  taking:  „.,,,,, 

AND  WHEREAS,  By  said  act  it  is  further  provided  as  follows:      tiST^ 

''That  if  the  land  and  appurtenances  and  improvements  at- 
tached thereto,  as  contemplated  under  the  f  oregoin^p  propria- 
tion,  can  not  be  procured  by  purchase,  then  the  President  is 
hereby  authorized  and  empowered  to  take  over  for  the  United 
States  the  immediate  possession  and  title,  including  all  ease- 
ments, rights  of  way,  riparian  and  other  ri^ts  appurtenant 
thereto,  or  any  land  selected  by  him  to  be  used  for  the  carrying 
out  of  the  purpose  named  in  the  aforesaid  appropriation.  That 
if  said  land  and  appurtenances  and  improvements  shall  be  taken 
over  as  aforesaid  tne  United  States  sikatt  make  just  compensa-

implements,  machinery,  and  equiranent  required  for  the  actual  pro- 
duction of  loods,  feeds,  and  fuel,  nereAfter  in  this  Act  called  neces- 
saries^ to  i>reTent,  locally  or  gerierallT,  scarcity  monopolization, 
hoardmg,  injurious  speculation,  manipulations,  and  private  controls, 
affecting  6uch  supply,  distribution,  and  movement;  and  to  establish 
and  mamtain  governmental  control  of  such  necessaries  during  the  war. 
For  such  purposes  the  instrumentalities,  means,  methods,  powers, 
authorities,  duties,  obligations,  and  prohibitions  hereinafter  set  forth 
are  createa,  e8tab]ishecC<^i^f^iTed,  and  prescribed.  The  President  is 
authorized  to  make  such  r^ulations  and  to  issue  such  orders  as  are 
~  effectively  to  carry  out  the  proviaons  of  this  Act.''

"That,  from  time  to  time,  whenever  the  President  shall  find  it

WHEREAS,  an  Executive  Order  effective  July  first^  nineteen  hun- 
dred and  fifteen,  direoted  that  all  lands  indudea  within  the  bounds* 
ries  of  the  E^em  National  Forest,  Califomia,  be  transferred  to  and 
administered  as  a  part  of  the  Sequoia  National  Forest  also  within 
said  State:  and 

WHEREAS,  it  appears  that  the  public  good  will  be  promoted  b^ 
excluding  certain  areas  from  the  Sequoia  Ifationid  Forest,  in  Cali- 
fomia.  and  by  restoring  the  public  lands  subject  to  disposition  in  the 
excluded  areas  in  a  manner  authorized  by  the  Act  of  Congreas 
approved  September  thirtieth,  nineteen  hundred  and  thirteen '(38 
Stat.,  113).  entitled  ''An  Act  To  authorize  the  President  to  provide 
a  method  for  opening  lands  restored  from  reservation  or  withdrawal, 
and  for  other  purposes '' ;  

Now,  therefore,  I,  WOODROW  WILSON,  President  of  the  United 
States  of  America,  by  virtue  of  the  power  in  me  vested  by  the  Act 
of  Conerees  approved  Jime  fourth,  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety- 
seven  QO  Stat.,  11  at  34  and  36),  entitled  ''An  Act  Makinff  appro- 
priations for  sundry  civil  exposes  of  the  Qovemment  for  tne  ^al 
Tear  ending  June  tnirtieth,  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-eight,  and 
for  other  purposes",  do  proclaim  that  the  boundaries  of  the  Sequoia 
Nation^  Forest  are  hereby  changed  to  exclude  the  areas  indicated 
as  eliminations  on  the  diagram  hereto  annexed  and  fonning  a  part 
hereof. 

And. I  do  further  proclaim  and  make  known  that  in  my  judgment 
it  is  proper  and  necessary,  in  the  interest  of  equal  opportunity  and 
good  administration,  that  all  of  the  excluded  lands  subject  to  oispo- 
sition  should  be  restored  to  homestead  entry  in  advance  of  settiemeot 
or  other  forms  of  disposition,  and  piunsuant  to  the  authority  reposed 
in  me  by  the  aforesaid  Act  of  September  thirtieth,  nineteen  hundred

Navy,  to  assure  an  adequate  supply  and  equitable  distribution,  and 
to  facilitate  the  movement,  of  foods,  feeds,  fuel  including  fuel  oil 
and  natural  gas,  and  fertilise  and  fertilizer  ingredients,  tools,  uten- 
sils, implements,  machinery,  and  equipment  required  for  the  actual

Application  for  Ucense  must  be  made  to  the  United  States  Food 
Administration,  Washington,  D.  C,  .License  Division,  on  forms 
prepared  by  it  for  that  purpose,  which  ma^r  be  obtained  on  request. 

Any  person,  firm,  corporation,  or  association,  other  than  those 
hereinbefore  excepted,  who  shall  engage  in  or  carry  on  any  business 
hereinbefore  specified  after  February  4,  1918,  without  first  procur- 
ing such  license,  will  be  Uable  to  the  penalty  prescribed  by  said  Act 
of  Congress.

WHEREAS  it  appears  that  the  pubhc  good  will  be  promoted  by 
adding  certain  Forest  lands  within  the  State  of  New  Mexico  to  the 
Santa  Fe  National  Forest  and  by  excluding  certain  areas  therefrom 
and  restoring  the  public  lands  therein  in  a  manner  authorized  bv  the 
Act  of  Congress  approved  September  thirtieth,  nineteen  bundrejl  and 
thirteen  entitled  ^'An  Act  To  authorize  the  President  to  pibvide  a 
method  for  opening  lands  restored  from  reservation  or  withdrawal, 
and  for  other  purposes ' '  y  

Now,  therefore,  I,  WOODROW  WILSON,  President  of  the  United 
States  of  America,  bv  virtue  of  the  power  in  me  vested  b^  the  Act 
of  Congress  approved.  March  third,  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-one 
(26  Stat.,  1095),  entitled  ''An  act  to  repeal  timber-culture  laws,  and 
for  other  purposes";  and  also  by  the  Act  of  Congress  approved

ind^c^ted  thereon  as  eliminations. 

The  withdrawal  made  by  this  pix>elaination  shalli  as  to  aU  lands 
which  are  at  this  date  legally  appropriated  under  the  public  land 
laws  or  reserved  for  any  pubhc  purpose,' be  subject  to,  and  shall  not 
interfere  with  or  defeat  legal  rights  under  such  appropriation,  nor 
prevent  the  use  for  such  puoho  purpose  of  lands  so  reserved,  so  long 
as  such  appropriation  is  legally  maintained,  or  such  reservation 
remains  in  force. 

And  I  do  further  proclaim  and  make  known  that  in  my  judgment 
it  is  proper  and  necessary,  in  the  interest  of  eaual  opportunity  and 
good  administration,  that  all  of  the  excluded  laims  subject  to  dis- 
position should  be  restored  to  homestead  entry  in  advance  of  settle- 
ment or  other  forms  of  disposition,  and  pursuant  to  the  authority 
resposed  in  me  by  the  aforesaid  Act  of  September  thirtieth,  nineteen 
himdred  and  thuleen.

The  following  report  and  recommendations  are  presented  by  the  War  Labor  Gon- 
lerence  Board,  representing  employers  and  employees,  appointed  in  accordance 
wiih.  the  sugmtion  of  Secretary  of  babor  William  B.  Wibon,  to  aid  in  the  formation 
of  a  Nationariabor  program  for  the  period  of  the  war:

Snt:  The  OommisBion  of  representatives  of  employers  and  workers,  selected  in 
accord  with  the  snggestlon  of  vour  letter  of  January  28, 1918,  to  aid  in  the  formulation, 
in  the  present  emei:gencv,  of  a  National  labor  program,  present  to  you,  as  a  result 
their  ccmferences,  the  following: 

(a)  That  there  be  created,  for  the  period  of  the  war,  a  National  War  Labor  Board 
of  the  same  number  and  to  be  selected  in  the  same  manner  and  by  tiie  same  agencies 
as  the  commisBion  making  this  recommendation: 

(b)  That  the  functions  and  powers  of  the  National  Board  shall  be  as  follows: 

1.  To  bring  about  a  settlement,  bv  mediation  and  conciliation  of  every  contro- 
versv  arising  Detween  emplovers  and  workers  in  the  field  of  production  necoBsnry 
for  the  effective  conduct  of  the  war. 

2.  To  do  the  same  thin^  in  similar  controversies  in  other  fields  of  national  activity, 
delays  and  obstructions  m  which  may,  in  the  opinion  of  the  National  Board,  affect 
detrimentally  such  production. 

3.  To  provide  sucli  macjiinery  by  direct  appointment,  or  otherwise,  for  selection 
pf  committees  or  Boards  to  sit  m  various  parts  of  the  country  where  controvenieB 
arise,  to  secure  settlement  by  local  mediation  and  conciliation. 

4.  To  summon  the  parties  to  the  controversy  for  hearing  and  action  by  the  National 
Board  in  case  of  failure  to  secure  settlement  by  local  mediation  and  conciliation. 

(c)  If  the  sincere  and  determined  effort  of  the  National  Board  shall  fail  to  brin^ 
about  a  voluntary  settlement,  and  the  members  of  the  Board  shall  be  unable  unani- 
mously to  a^ree  upon  a  decision,  then  and  in  that  case  and  only  as  a  last  resort,  an 
umpire  appointed  m  the  manner  provided  in  the  next  paragraph  shall  hear  and  finally 
decide  the  controversy  under  simple  rules  of  procedure  prescribed  by  the  Nationu 
Board. 

(d)  The  members  of  the  National  Board  shall  choose  the  umpire  by  unanimous 
vote.  Failinff  such  choice,  the  name  of  the  umpire  shall  be  drawn  by  fot  from  a  list 
of  ten  suitable  and  disinterested  persons  to  be  nominated  for  the  purpose  by  the 
President  of  the  Unitjc!  States. 

(e)  The  National  Board  shall  hold  its  regular  meetings  in  the  city  of  Washington, 
with  power  to  meet  at  anv  other  place  convenient  for  the  Board  and  the  occasion. 

(f)  The  National  Board  may  alter  its  methods  and  practice  in  settlement  of  contro- 
versies hereunder,  from  time  to  time  as  experience  may  suggest. 

(g)  The  National  Board  shall  refuse  to  take  cognizance  of  a  controversv  between 
employer  and  workers  in  any  field  of  industrial  or  other  activity  where  tnere  is  by 
agreement  or  Federal  law  a  means  of  settlement  which  has  not  been  invoked. 
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(h)  The  place  of  each  member  of  the  National  Board  wiavoidably  detained  faon 
attending  one  or  more  of  iU  seflsions  may  be  filled  by  a  subetitute  to  be  named  by 
Buch  member  as  hie  re^ar  substitute.  Thi^  subetitute  shall  have  the  same  repn- 
sentative  character  as  his  principal. 

(i)  The  National  Board  shall  have  power  to  appoint  a  Secretary,  and  to  create  mdi 
other  clerical  oiijanization  under  it  as  may  be  in  its  judgment  neceanry  for  the  dis- 
charge of  its  duties. 

(j)  The  national  Board  may  apply  to  the  Secretary  of  Labor  for  authority  to  use  the 
machinery  of  the  Department  in  its  work  of  ooncihation  and  mediation. 

(k)^  The  action  of  the  National  Board  may  be  invoked  in  respect  to  contiovenkB 
within  its  jurisdiction^  by  the  Secretary  of  Labor  or  by  either  side  in  a  controveBsy  or 
its  duly  authorized  representative.  The  Board,  after  summary  consideration^  nay 
refuse  further  hearing  if  the  case  is  not  of  such  character  or  importance  to  justify  it 

(1)  In  the  appointment  of  committees  of  its  own  memben  to  act  for  the  Board  io 

Snend  or  local  matters,  and  in  the  creation  of  local  committees,  the  employen  $ai 
e  workers  shall  be  equally  reoresented. 

(m)  The  re2>resentatives  of  the  public  in  the  Board  shall  preside  alternately  it 
successive  sessions  of  the  Board  or  as  agreed  upon. 

(n)  The  Board  in  its  mediating  and  conciliatory  action,  and  the  umpire  in  his  cqd- 
sideration  of  a  controveny,  shall  be  governed  by  the  following  principles: 

PRINCIPLES  AND  POLICIES  TO  GOVERN  RELATIONS  BETWEEN  WORK- 
ERS AND  EMPLOYEES  IN  WAR  INDUSTRIES  FOR  THE  DURATION 
OF  THE  WAR. 


THERE  SHOULD  BE  NO  STRIKES  OR  LOCKOUTS  DURING  THE  WAR. 

EBSHT  TO  OBOANIZE 

1.  The  right  of  workers  to  oigudze  in  trade  unions  and  banain  coUectiyeiy, 
through  dioeen  representatives,  is  recognized  and  affirmed.  This  ri^t  shall  not 
be  denied,  abridged,  or  interfered  with  by  the  employers  in  any  manner  whatsoever. 

2.  The  right  of  employers  to  organize  in  associations  of  sroups  and  to  bamin 
oollectively,  through  chosen  representatives,  is  recognizea  and  affirmed.  Tfadi 
riffht  shall  not  be  denied,  abridged  or  interfered  with  by  the  workers  in  any  manner 
wnatsoever. 

3.  Employers  should  not  dimdiaige  workera  for  memberBhip  in  trade  miions,  nor 
for  legitimate  trade  union  activities. 

4.  The  workers,  in  the  exerdse  of  their  zj^t  to  oroaniae,  shall  not  use  ooerciTe 
measures  of  any  kind  to  induce  persons  to  join  thev  (uganintioiis,  nor  to  induce 
employers  to  bargain  or  deal  therewith. 

EXISTING  CONDITIONS 

1.  In  establishments  where  the  union  shop  exists  the  same  shall  oontinne  and 
the  union  standards  as  to  wages,  hows  of  labor  and  other  oonditioiis  of  employmsot 
shall  be  maintained. 

2.  In  establishments  where  union  and  non-union  men  and  women  now  work 
together,  and  the  employer  meets  only  with  employees  or  representatives  engaged 
in  said  establishments,  the  continuance  of  such  condition  shall  not  be  deemea  a 
^evance.  This  declaration,  however,  is  not  intended  in  any  manner  to  deny  the 
right,  or  discourage  the  i>ractice  of  the  formation  of  labor  unions,  or  the  joining  of 
the  same  by  the  workers  in  said  establishments,  as  guaranteed  in  uie  last  pantgn^* 
nor  to  prevent  the  War  Labor  Board  from  uiging,  or  any  umpire  from  grantmg. 
under  the  machinery  herein  provided,  improvement  of  their  situation  in  the  matter 
of  wages,  hours  of  labor,  or  other  omditions,  as  shall  be  found  desirable  from  time 
to  time. 

3.  Established  safeHjuards  and  regulatbns  for  the  protection  of  the  health  and 
safety  of  workers  shallnot  be  relaxed. 

WOMEN  IN  INDUSTRY 

If  it  shall  become  necessary  to  employ  women  on  work  ordinarily  performed  by 
men,  they  must  be  allowed  equal  pay  for  equal  work  and  must  not  be  allotted  tasb 
din>roportionate  to  their  strength. 
HOURS  OF  LABOR 

The  basic  eight  hour  day  is  recognized  as  applying  in  all  cases  in  which  ez]8tin| 
law  requires  it.    In  all  other  cases  the  question  of  noma  of  labor  shall  be  settled 
with  due  regard  to  governmental  necessities  %nd  the  weUaie,  health  and  proper 
comfort  of  the  workers. 
MAXIMUM  PRODUCTION 

The  maximum  production  of  all  war  industries  should  be  maintained,  and  meth- 
ods of  work  and  operation  on  the  part  of  employers  or  workers  which  <^>erste  U 
delay  or  limit  production,  or  whidi  nave  a  tendency  to  artificially  increase  the  ooet 
thereof,  should  be  discouraged. 
MOBILIZATION  OF  LABOR 

For  the  purposd  of  mobilizing  the  labor-  supply  with  a  view  to  its  rapid  and 
effective  distribution,  a  permanent  list  of  the  number  of  skilled  and  .other  wortoi 
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available  in  different  parte  of  the  nation  ohall  be  kept  on  file  by  the  Department 
of  Labor,  the  information  to  be  constantly  furnished: 

1.  By  the  trade  unions. 

2.  By  State  employment  bureaus  and  Federal  affenciee  of  like  character. 

3.  By  the  managers  and  operators  of  industrial  establishments  throughout  the 
country. 

These  agencies  should  be  given  opportunity  to  aid  in  the  distribution  of  labor, 
as  necessity  donands. 
CUSTOM  OF  LOCALITIES 

In  fixing  wages,  houn  and  conditions  of  labor  xegacd  should  always  be  had  to 
the  lab<»r  stanwos,  wage  scales,  and  other  conditions,  prevailing  in  the  localities 
adSected. 
THE  LIVING  WAGE 

1.  The  right  of  all  workers,  including  common  laborers,  to  a  living  wage  is  hereby 
declared. 

2.  In  fixing  wages,  minimum  rates  of  pav  shall  be  established  which  will  insure 
the  subsistence  df  the  worker  and  his  family  in  health  and  reasonable  comfort.

in  conducting,  or  in  connection  with  said  transportation  systems, 
to  the  end  that  such  syBtems  of  transportation  oe  utilized  for  the 
transfer  and  transportation  of  troops,  war  material,  and  equipment, 
to  the  exclusion  so  far  as  may  be  necessary  of  all  other  traffic  thereon;

tion, for  the  purpose  of  increasing  the  facilities  for  the  proof  and 
test  of  ordnance  material,  including  necessary  buildings,  con- 
struction, equipment,  railroad,  and  water  facilities,  land,  and 
damages  and  losses  to  persons,  firms,  and  corporations  resulting 
from  the  procurement  of  the  land  for  this  purpose,  and  also  all 
necessary  expenses  incident  to  the  procurement  of  said  land: 
Provided,  That  if  such  lands  and  appurtenances  and  improve- 
ments attached  thereto,  can  not  be  procured  by  purchase  within 
one  month  after  the  passage  of  this  Act  the  President  is  hereby

A  PROCLAMATION. 

WHEREAS,  Under  and  b  v  virtue  of  an  Act  of  Congress  entitled 
"An  Act  To  provide  further  for  the  national  security  and  defense  by 
encouraging  the  production,  conserving  the  supply,  and  controUm^ 
the  distribution  of  food  products  and  niel",  approved  by  the  Presi- 
dent on  the  10th  day  ot  August,  1917,  it  is  provided  among  other 
things  as  follows: 

That  by  reason  of  the  existence  of  a  state  of  war,  it  is  essential 
to  the  national  security  and  defense,  for  the  successful  proseca- 
tion  of  the  war,  and  for  the  support  and  maintenance  of  the 
Army  and  Navy,  to  assure  an  adequate  supply  and  equitable 
distribution,  and  to  facilitate  the  movement,  of  foods,  feeds, 
fuel  including  fuel  oil  and  natural  gas,  and  fertilizer  and  fer- 
tilizer ingredients,  tools,  utensils,  implements,  machinery,  and 
equipment  required  for  the  actual  production  of  foods,  reeds, 
and  fuel,  hereafter  in  this  Act  caUed  necessaries;  to  prevent, 
locally  or  generally,  scarcity^  monopolization,  hoanung,  in- 
jurious speculation^  manipulations,  and  private  controls,  affect- 
ing such  supply,  distribution,  and  movement;  and  to  establ^ 
and  maintam  governmental  control  of  such  necessaries  during 
the  war.  For  such  purposes  the  instrumentalitiea,  means^  meth- 
ods, powers,  authorities,  duties,  obligations,  and  prohibitions 
hereinafter  set  forth  are  created,  established,  conferred,  and  pre- 
scribed. The  President  is  authorized  to  make  such  regulations 
and  to  issue  such  orders  as  are  essential  effectively  to  carry  out 
the  provisions  of  this  Act. 
AND,  WHEREAS,  it  is  further  provided  in  said  Act  as  follows: 
That,  from  time  to  time,  wnenever  the  President  shall  jSnd  it 
essential  to  license  the  importation,  manufacture,  storage,  min- 
ing, or  distribution  of  any  necessaries,  in  order  to  carry  into 
effect  any  of  the  purposes  of  this  Act,  and  shall  publicly  so  an- 
nounce, no  person  shall,  after  a  date  fixed  in  the  announcement, 
engage  in  or  carry  on  any  such  business  specified  in  the  an- 
noimcement  of  importation,^  manufacture,  storage,  mining,  or 
distribution  of  any  necessaries  as  set  forth  in  sucn  annoonce- 
ment,  unless  he  shall  secure  and  hold  a  license  issued  pursuant 
to  this  section.  The  President  is  authorized  to  issue  such  li- 
censes and  to  prescribe  regulations  for  the  issuance  of 
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and  requirementB  for  syBtems  of  accoimta  and  auditing  of  ac- 
counts to  be  kept  by  licensees,  submission  of  reports  by  them, 
with  or  without  oath  or  affirmation,  and  the  entry  and  inspection 
by  the  President's  duly  authorized  agents  of  the  places  of  busi- 
ness of  licensees. 

AND,  WHEREAS,  it  is  essential  in  order  to  carry  into  effect  the 
purposes  of  said  Act,  and  in  order  to  secure  an  adequate  supply  and 
eqiutable  distribution,  and  to  facilitate  the  movement,  oi  certain 
necessaries  hereafter  in  this  proclamation  specified,  that  the  license 
powers  conferred  upon  the  President  by  said  Act  be  at  this  time  ex- 
ercised to  the  extent  hereinafter  set  forth.

held,  or  kept  for  sale,  feeding,  watering,  or  shipment,  and  all  indi- 
viduals, partnerships,  associations,  and  corporations,  commonly 
known  as  commission  men,  order  buyers,  traders,  speculators,  and 
scalpers,  engaged  in  the  business  of  handling  or  deaUng  in  live  cattle, 
sheep,  swine,  or  goats  in  or  in  connection  with  such  stockyards 
(except  as  exempted  by  said  Act  of  Congress),  are  hereby  required 
to  secure  licenses  on  or  before  July  25,  1918,  which  will  be  issued 
under  such  rules  and  regulations  governing  the  conduct  of  the  busi- 
ness as  may  be  prescribed  under  said  Act. 

The  Secretary  of  Agriculture  shall  carry  into  effect  the  provisions  s^SS^  *^f*9jriLJK 
of  said  Act,  and  shall  supervise  and  direct  the  exercise  of  tne  powers  ^"^ 
and  authority  thereby  given  to  the  President,  as  far  as  the  same 
apply  to  the  said  busmess,  and  to  any  and  all  practices,  procedure, 
and  regulations  applicable  thereto,  authorized  or  required  under  the 
provisions  of  said  Act,  and  in  this  behalf  he  shall  do  and  perform  such 
acts  and  things  as  maj  be  authorized  or  required  of  him  from  time 
to  time  by  dii'ection  of  the  President  and  under  such  rules  and  regu- 
lations as  may  be  prescribed  by  the  President  from  time  to  time.

WHERE2AS,  an  Act  of  Congress,  approved  July  18, 1018,  entitled 

''An  Act  To  confer  on  the  President  power  to  prescribe  charter  rates 

and  freight  rates  and  to  requisition  vessels,  and  for  other  purposes", 

contains,  amon^  others,  the  following  sections  conferring  authority 
^utntory  aatborisa.  ^p^^  ^j^^  President: 

Piibuci4iws,2dscss.,         ''Sec.  5.  That  the  President  may,  by  proclamation,  require  that 

vessels  of  the  United  States  of  any  specined  class  or  description,  or 
in  any  spedfied  trade  or  trades,  shall  not  be  chartered  unless  the 
instrument  in  which  such  charter  is  embodied,  and  the  rates,  terms, 
and  conditions  thereof  are  first  approved  by  him.  Whenever  any 
vessel  is  comprised  in  anv  such  prodamatioh,  it  shall  be  unlawful  to 
make  anycharterthereot,or  comply  with  or  perform  any  of  the  rates, 
terms,  or  conditions  of  any  charter  thereof,  or  to  operate  such  vessel 
under  any  charter,  without  first  obtaining  the  approval  thereof  by 
the  President. 

Whenever  any  charter  of  such  vessel  is  approved,  it  shall  be 
unlawful,  without  the  approval  of  the  President  first  obtained,  to 
make  any  alterations  in  such  charter,  or  additions  thereto  or  dele- 
tions tlierefrom,  or  to  make  or  receive  any  payment  or  do  any  act 
with  respect  to  such  vessel,  except  in  accordance  with  such  charter."

A    PROCLAMATION 

WHEREAS,  by  authority  of  the  Act  of  Congress  approved  March 
2, 1889  (25  Stat.,  961),  there  was  set  aside  and  reserved  by  Executive 
Order  dated  June  22,  1892^  certain  land  in  the  State  of  Arizona  on 
which  is  located  the  prehistoric  ruin  known  as  Casa  Qrande,  the 
boundaries  of  which  reservation  were  later,  amended  by  prodBmik 
tion  of  December  10,  1909  (36  Stat.^  2504) ;  and 

WHEREAS  it  is  in  the  pubUc  mterest  that  this  reservation  be 
made  a  national  monument  under  authoritv  of  the  Act  of  Con^press 
entitled  "An  Act  for  the  preservation  of  American  antiquities/' 
approved  Jime  8,  1906  (34  Stat.,  225),  in  order  that  better  provision 
may  be  made  for  the  protection,  preservation  and  care  of  the  ruins 
of  t\e  ancient  buildings  and  other  objects  of  prehistoric  interest 

NOW,  THEREFORE,  I,  WOODROW  WII^ON,  President  of 
the  United  States  of  America,  by  virtue  of  the  power  in  me  vested  by 
section  two  of  the  aforesaid  Act  of  Congress,  do  proclaim  as  the  Casa 
Grande  National  Monument  the  land  heretofore  reserved  and  set 
aside  as  aforesaid,  to-wit:  the  northwest  quarter,  the  northeast 
quarter,  the  north  half  of  the  southwest  quarter,  and  the  north  half 
of  the  southeast  quarter  of  section  sixteen,  township  five  south, 
TBX^e  eight  east.  Gila  and  Salt  River  meridian,  State  of  Arizona, 
the  Doundaries  of  said  national  monument  being  as  shown  on  diagram 
annexed  to  said  proclamation  of  December  10,  1909  (36  Stat,  2504); 
which  diagram  is  made  a  part  hereof. 

Warning  is  hereby  expressly  given  to  all  imauthorized  persons  not 
to  appropriate,  injure,  remove,  or  destroy  any  feature  of  this  national 
monument,  or  to  locate  or  settle  on  any  of  tne  lands  reserved  by  this 
proclamation. 

The  Director  of  the  National  Park  Service,  imder  the  direction  of 
^e  Secretary  of  the  Interior,  shall  have  supervision,  management 
and  control  of  this  monument,  as  provided  m  the  Act  of  Congress 
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entitled  "An  Act  to  estabUsh  a  Na;tionaI  Park  Service,  and  for  other    ^^^'  ^^^' 
purposes,"  approved  August  25,  1916  (39  Stat.,  535).

A  PROCLAMATION. 

WHEREAS  by  Act  of  Congress  approved  the  twenty-second  day 
of  May,  one  tiiousand  nine  hundred  and  eighteen,  entitled  **  An  Act 
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Statutory  restric-  ^  Prevent  in  Time  of  War  Departure  From  and  Entiy  Into  the 
tions.    ^  United  States  Contraiy  to  the  PudHc  Safety,"  it  isprovided  as  follows: 

^  PubUciAws,    sess.,  g^  |^  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of 

the  United  States  of  America  in  Congress  assemblecL  That  when 
the  United  States  is  at  war,  if  the  R'esident  shall  nnd  that  the 

Sublic  safety  requires  that  restrictions  and  prohibitions  in  ad- 
ition  to  those  provided  otherwise  than  bv  this  Act  be  imposed 
upon  the  departure  of  persons  from  and  their  entry  into  ih» 
United  States,  and  shall  make  public  proclamation  thereof,  it 
diall,  until  otnerwise  ordered  by  the  President  or  Congress,  be 
unlawful — 

(a)  For  any  alien  to  depart  from  or  enter  or  attempt  to  depart 
from  or  enter  the  United  States  except  under  such  reasonable 
rules,  regulations,  and  orders,  and  suDJect  to  such  limitatioDs 
and  exceptions  as  the  President  shall  prescribe; 

(b)  For  any  person  to  transport  or  attempt  to  transport  from 
or  into  the  United  States  another  person  with  knowledge  or 
reasonable  cause  to  beUeve  that  the  departure  or  entry  oi  such 
other  person  is  forbidden  by  this  Act; 

(c)  For  any.  person  knowingly  to  make  any  false  statement 
in  an  application  for  permission  to  depart  from  or  enter  the 
United  States  with  intent  to  induce  or  secure  the  granting  of 
such  permission  either  for  himself  or  for  another; 

(d)  For  any  person  knowinglv  to  furnish  or  attempt  to  fomiaih 
or  assist  in  furnishing  to  anotner  a  permit  or  evidence-  of  per- 
mission to  depart  or  enter  not  issued  and  designed  for  such 
other  person's  use; 

(e)  For  any  person  knowingly  to  use  or  attempt  to  use  any 
permit  or  evidence  of  permission  to  depart  or  enter  not  issued 
and  designed  for  his  use; 

(f)  For  any  person  to  forge,  counterfeit,  mutilate,  or  alter, 
or  cause  or  procure  to  be  forged,  count^eited,  mutilated,  or 
altered,  any  permit  or  evidence  of  permission  to  depart  from 
or  enter  the  United  States; 

(g)  For  any  person  knowingly  to  use  or  attempt  to  use  or 
furnish  to  another  for  use  any  false,  forged,  counterfeited, 
mutilated,  or  altered  permit,  or  evidence  of  permission,  or  anv 

Eermit  or  evidence  of  permission  which,  though  originally  vidian 
as  become  or  been  made  void  or  invalid. 

Sec.  2.  That  after  such  proclamation  as  is  provided  for  by  the 
preceding  section  has  been  made  and  publisned  and  while  said 
proclamation  is  in  force,  it  shall,  except  as  otherwise  provided 
oy  the  President,  and  subject  to  such  limitations  and  exceptions 
as  the  President  may  authorize  and  prescribe,  be  unlawnil  for 
any  citizen  of  the  United  States  to  depart  iiom.  or  enter  or 
attempt  to  depart  from  or  enter  the  United  States  unless  he 
bears  a  valid  passport. 

Sec.  3.  That  any  person  who  shall  wOfully  violate  any  of  the 
provisions  of  this  Act,  or  of  any  order  or  proclamation  of  the 
President  promulgated,  or  of  any  permit,  rule,  or  regulation 
issued  thereunder,  shall,  upon  conviction,  be  nned  not  more 
than  $10,000,  or,  if  a  natural  person,  hnpriaoned  for  not  more 
than  twenty  years,  or  both:  and  the  officer,  director,  or  airent 
of  any  corporition  who  kno^ly  participates  in  suc^  viol^on 
shall  DC  punished  by  like  fine  or  imprisonment,  or  both;  and 
any  vehicle  or  anv  vessel,  together  with  its  or  her  appurtenances, 
equipment,  tackle,  apparel,  and  furniture^  concerned  in  any 
such  violation,  shall  be  forfeited  to  the  Umted  States. 

Sec.  4.  That  the  term  ''United  States"  as  used  in  this  Act 
includes  the  Canal  2jone  and  all  territory  and  waters,  continental 
or  insular,  subject  to  the  jurisdiction  of  the  United  States. 

The  word  ''person"  as  used  herein  shall  be  deemed  to  mean 
any  individual,  partnership,   association,  company,  or  other 
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nnincorporat^  body  of  individuals,  or  corporation,  or  body 
politic. 

AJnD  WHEREIA3  other  provisions  relating  to  departure  from  and 
entry  into  the  United  States  are  contained  in  Section  3,  sub-section 
(b),  of  the  Trading  with  the  Enemy  Act,  approved  October  6,  1917, 
and  in  Section  four  thousand  and  sixty-seven  of  the  Revised  Statutes, 
as  amended  by  the  Act  of  April  16, 1918,  and  Sections  four  thousand 
and  sixty-ekht,  four  thousand  and  sixty-nine,  and  four  thousand  and 
seventy  of  tne  Revised  Statutes,  and  in  the  regulations  prescribed  in 
the  President's  Proclamations  of  April  6,  1917,  November  16,  1917, 
December  11,  1917,  and  April  19,  1918; 

AND  WHEREAS  the  Act  of  May  20,  1918,  authorizes  me  to 
coordinate  and  consolidate  executive  agencies  and  bureaus  in  the 
interest  of  economy  and  more  efficient  concentration  of  the  Oov- 
emment; 

NOW,  THEREFORE,  I,  Woodrow  Wilson,  President  of  the 
United  States  of  America,  acting  under  and  bv  virtue  of  the  aforesaid 
authority  vested  in  me,  do  hereby  find  ana  publicly  proclaim  and 
declare  that  the  public  safety  recmires  that  restrictions  and  pro- 
hibitions in  addition  to  those  provided  otherwise  than  by  the  Act  of 
May  22, 1918,  above  mentioned,  shall  be  imposed  upon  the  departure 
of  persons  from  and  their  entry  into  the  United  States;  and  I  make 
the  following  orders  thereimder:

2.  No  alien  shall  receive  permission  to  depart  from  or  enter  the 
Unit^  States  unless  it  shall  affirmatively  appear  that  there  is  rea- 
sonable necessity  for  such  departure  or  entry  and  that  such  departure 
or  entrv  is  not  prejudicial  to  the  interests  of  the  United  States. 

3.  The  provisions  of  this  proclamation  and  the  roles  and  regulations 
promtdeated  in  pursuance  hereof,  shall  not  be  held  to  suspend  or 
sttperseide  in  any  respect,  except  as  herein  expressly  proviaed,  the 
Prasident's  Proclamations  of  April  6,  1917,  rfovember  16,  1917.

4.  I  hereby  desimate  the  Secretary  of  State  as  the  official  who 
shall  grant,  or  in  wnose  name  shall  be  granted,  permission  to  aliens 
to  depart  from  or  enter  the  United  States;  I  reaffirm  sections  25,  26, 
and  27  of  the  Executive  Order  of  October  12,  1917,  vesting  in  the 
Secretary  of  State  the  administration  of  the  provisions  of  S<M;tion  3, 
snb-eection  (b),  of  the  Trading  with  the  Enemy  Act;  I  transfer  to 
the  Secretary  of  State  the  executive  admuustration  of  R^ulations 
9  and  10  of  the  President's  Proclamation  of  April  6.  1917,  of  Regula- 
tion 15  of  the  President's  Proclamation  of  Novemoer  16,  1017,  and 
of  Regulations  1  and  2  of  the  President's  Proclamation  of  December

A  PROCLAMATION 

WHEREAS,  it  appears  that  the  public  good  will  be  promoted  by 
excluding  certain  lands  within  the  btate  oi  Colorado  from  the  Routt 
National  Forest,  and  by  restoring  the  public  lands  subject  to  dispo- 
sition in  the  excluded  areas  in  a  manner  authorized  by  the  Act  of 
Congress  approved  September  thirtieth,  nineteen  hundred  and  thir- 
teen, (38  Stat.,  113),  entitled  ''An  Act  To  authorize  the  President  to 
provide  a  method  for  opening  lands  restored  from  reservation  or  with- 
drawal, and  for  other  piirposes*' ;  

Now,  therefore,  I,  WOODROW  WILSON,  President  of  the 
United  States  of  America,  by  virtue  of  the  power  in  me  vested  by  the 
Act  of  Congress  approved  June  fourth,  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety- 
seven  (30  Stat.,  11  at  34  and  36),  entitled  ''An  Act  Making  appro- 
priations for  sundry  civil  expenses  of  the  Government  for  uie  &eal 
vear  ending  June  thirtieth,  eighteen  hxmdred  and  ninety-eight,  and 
for  other  purposes'\  do  proclaim  that  the  boimdaries  cuP  the  Routt 
National  Forest  are  nereby  changed  to  exclude  the  areas  indicated  as 
eliminations  on  the  diagram  hereto  annexed  and  forming  a  part  hereof.

Fifteen  months  ago  the  men  of  the  couniry  from  twenty-one  to  pnaStnlS^SSoii. 
thirty  years  of  age  were  re^stered.    Three  months  ago,  and  again 
this  month,  those  who  had  just  reached  the  age  of  twenty-one  were 
added.    It  now  remains  to  include  all  men  between  the  ages  of  eigh- 
teen and  forty-five. 

This  is  not  a  new  poUcy.  A  century  and  a  quarter  aco  it  was  de-  forMtkm?  ■"*™***y 
liberately  ordained  by  those  who  were  then  responsible  for  the  safety 
and  defence  of  the  Nation  that  the  duty  of  miUtary  service  should  rest 
upon  all  able-bodied  men  bet^  3en  the  ages  of  eighteen  and  forty-five. 
We  now  accept  and  fulfill  the  obligation  which  they  estabhshed,  an 
obhgation  expressed  in  our  national  statutes  from  that  time  until 
now.  We  solemnly  purpose  a  decisive  victory  of  arms  and  dehberate- 
ly  to  devote  the  larger  part  of  the  mihtary  man  power  of  the  Nation 
to  the  accomplishment  of  that  purpose. 

The  younger  men  have  from  the  first  been  ready  to  go.  They  have  icSStffy^unpfrSJn.' 
furnished  voluntary  enhstments  out  of  all  proportion  to  their  num- 
bers. Our  military  authorities  regard  them  as  having  the  highest 
combatant  quahties.  Their  youthful  enthusiasm,  their  virile  eager- 
ness, their  gallant  spirit  of  daring  make  them  the  admiration  of  all 
who  see  them  in  action.  They  covet  not  only  the  distinction  of  serving 
in  this  great  war  but  also  the  inspiring  memories  which  hundreds  of 
thousands  of  them  will  cherish  through  the  years  to  come,  of  a  great 
day  and  a  great  service  for  their  country  and  for  mankind. 

By  the  men  of  the  older  group  now  called  upon,  the  opportunity  foSSSSSw  meS!*^  **' 
now  opened  to  them  will  be  accepted  with  the  calm  resolution  of 
those  who  realize  to  the  full  the  deep  and  solemn  significance  of  what 
they  do.  Having  made  a  place  for  themselves  in  their  respective 
communities,  having  assumed  at  home  the  graver  responsibihties  of 
life  in  many  spheres,  looking  back  upon  honorable  records  in  civil 
and  industrial  Ufe,  they  wifl  realize  as  perhaps  no  others  could, 
how  entirely  their  own  fortunes  and  the  fortunes  of  ^U  whom  they  love 
are  put  at  stake  in  this  war  for  right,  and  will  know  that  the  very 
records  they  have  made  render  this  new  duty  the  commanding  duty 
of  their  lives.  They  know  how  surely  this  is  the  Nation*s  war,  how 
imperatively  it  demands  the  mobiUzation  and  massing  of  all  our 
resources  of  every  kind.  They  will  regard  this  call  as  the  supreme 
call  of  their  day  and  will  answer  it  accordingly. 

Only  a  portion  of  those  who  register  will  be  called  upon  to  bear  arms.  leouon**^?*^!?*!  "" 
Those  who  are  not  physically  fit  will  be  excused;  those  exempted  by  p*^'- 
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alien  alleeiaiice;  those  who  ahould  not  be  relieved  of  their  preaent 
responsibuities;  above  all,  those  who  can  not  be  spared  from  tine  dvil 
ana  industrial  tasks  at  home  upon  which  the  success  of  our  armies 
depends  as  much  as  upon  the  fighting  at  the  front.  But  all  must  be 
registered  in  order  that  the  ejection  tor  military  service  may  be  made 
intdUgently  and  with  full  information.  This  will  be  our  final  demon- 
stration of  loyalty  y  democracy,  and  the  will  to  win,  our  solemn  notice 
to  aU  the  world  that  we  stand  absolutely  together  in  a  conmion  resolu- 
tion and  purpose.  It  is  the  call  to  duty  to  which  every  true  man  in 
the  country  will  respond  with  pride  and  with  the  consciousness  that 
in  doing  so  he  p\ays  his  part  in  vindication  of  a  ^eat  cause  at  whose 
summons  every  true  heart  offers  its  supreme  service.

A  PROCLAMATION 

Whereas,  Under  and  by  virtue  of  an  Act  of  Congress  entitled  ''An 
Act  to  provide  further  for  the  national  security  and  defense  by  en- 
couragm^  the  production,  conserving  the  supply,  and  controlling  the 
distribution  of  food  products  and  fuel, "  approved  by  the  President  on 
the  10th  day  of  August,  One  Thousand  Nine  Hundied  and  Seventeen, 
it  is  provided  among  other  thin^  as  follows: 

"Sec.  14.  That^  whenever  me  President  shall  find  that  an  emer- 

O  exists  recjuiring  stimulation  of  the  nroduction  of  wheat  and 
bis  essential  that  the  producers  of  wheat, produced  within  the 
United  States,  shall  have  the  benefits  of  the  guaranty  provided  for 
in  this  section,  he  is  authorized,  from  time  to  time,  seasonably  and  as 
far  in  advance  of  seeding  time  as  practicabloi  to  determine  and  fix  and 
to  give  pubUc  notice  oi  what,  under  specified  conditions,  is  a  rear 
sonable  guaranteed  price  for  wheat,  in  order  to  assure  such  producers 
a  reasonable  profit.  The  President  shall  thereupon  fix  sucn  guaran* 
teed  price  for  each  of  the  official  grain  standards  for  wheat  as  estab- 
lishea  imder  the  United  States  Grain  Standards  Act  approved  August 
eleventh,  nineteen  hundred  and  sixteen.  The  President  shall  from 
timo  to  time  establish  and  promulgate  such  r^ulations  as  he  shall 
deem  wise  in  connection  with  such  guaranteed  prices,  and  in  particu- 
lar governing  conditions  of  dehvery  and  payment;  and  differences  in 
price  for  the  several  staiidard  grades  in  the  principal  primary  markets 
of  the  United  States  adopting  number  one  northern  spiing  or  its 
equivalent  at  the  principal  interior  primary  markets  as  the  basis. 
I^ereupon,  the  Government  of  the  United  States  hereby  guarantees 
every  producer  of  wheat  produced  within  the  United  States  that,

A  PROCLAMATION. 

WHEREJAS,  Under  and  by  virtue  of  an  Act  of  Congress  entitled 
"An  Act  To  provide  further  for  the  national  security  and  defense  by 
encoiu*aging  the  production,  conserving  the  supply,  and  controlling 
the  distribution  of  food  products  and  Fuel,"  approved  by  the  Presi- 
dent on  the  10th'  day  of  August,  1917.  it  is  provided  among  other 
thiiLgs  as  follows: 
;  ''That  by  reason  of  the  existence  of  a  state  of  war  it  is  essential  to 
'  the  national  security  and  defense,  for  the  successful  prosecution  of 
the  war,  and  for  the  support  and  maintenance  of  the  Anny  and  Navy, 
to  assure  an  adequate  supply  and  equitable  distribution^  and  to  facil- 
itate the  movement,  of  foods,  feeds,  fuel  including  fuel  oil  and  natural 
gas,  and  fertilizer  and  fertilizer  ingredients,  tools,  utensils,  im])le- 
ments,  machinery,  and  equipment  required  for  the  actual  production 
of  foods,  feeds,  and  fuel,  hereafter  in  this  Act  called  necessaries;  to 
prevent,  locally  or  generaUy,  scarcity,  monopolization,  hoarding, 
mjurious  speculation,  manipulations,  and  private  controls,  affecting 
such  supply,  distribution,  and  movement;  and  to  establish  and  main- 
tain govermental  control  of  such  necessaries  during  the  war.  For 
tuoh  purposes  the  instnunentaUties,  means,  methods,  powers,  author- 
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iiies,  duties,  obligations,  aad  prohibitions  hereinafter  set  forth  are 
created,  established,  conferred,  and  prescribed.  The  President  is 
authorized  to  make  such  regulations  and  to  issue  such  orders  as  are 
essential  effectively  to  carry  out  the  provisions  of  tlus  Act."

' '  That  from  time  to  time,  whenever  the  President  shall  find  it  essen*  ^ 
tial  to  Ucense  the  importation,  manufacture,  storage,  mining,  or  dis- 
tribution of  any  necessaries,  in  order  to  carry  into  effect  any  of  the

WHEREAS,  The  Secretary  of  Agriculture,  pnrauant  to  the  au-

of  temperature  and  to  the  oistribution,  abundance,  economic  value, 
breeding  habits,  and  timee  and  linee  of  migratory  flight  of  migrS' 
t<»y  birds  included  in  the  terms  of  the  convention  between  the 
United  States  and  Great  Britain  for  the  protection  of  migratory 
bir(&,  concluded  August  sLxteenth,  nineteen  hundred  and  sixteen,  has 
determined  when,  to  what  extent,  and  by  what  means  it  is  compatible 
with  the  terms  of  said  convention  to  allow  hunting,  taking,  capture, 
killing,  posscBsion,  sale,  purchase,  shipment,  transportation,  carnage, 
and  export  of  such  birds  and  parts  thereof  and  their  nests  and  ^gs,

season  in  the  Province  where  tak^,  in  any  manner,  but  not  more 
than  the  number  thereof  that  may  be  taken  in  two  dajB  by  one  person

Amculture,  Washington,  D.  Q.,  and  must  contain  the  following 
imormation:  Name  and  address  of  applicant  and  name  of  State, 
Territory,  or  District  in  which  specimens  are  proposed  to  be  taken 
and  the  purpose  for  which  they  are  intended.  Eacn  application  shall 
be  accompanied  by  certificates  from  two  well-known  ornithologists 
that  the  applicant  is  a  fit  person  to  be  entrusted  with  a  permit. 

The  permit  will  authorize  the  holder  thereof  to  possess,  buy,  sell, 
and  trwsport  in  any  manner  and  at  any  time  migratory  birds^arts 
^ereof ,  and  their  nests  and  eggs  fpr  scientific  inirpoees.  ^  Public 
tbuseums,  zoolo^cal  parks  and  societies,  and  public  scientific  and 
educational  institutions  may  possess,  buy,  sell,  and  transport  in  an^ 
manner  and  at  any  time  migratory  birda'and  parts  thereof,  and  their 
nests  and  eggs  for  scientific  purposes  witibout  a  permit,  but  no  speci- 
mens shall  be  taken  without  a  permit.  The  plumage  and  skins  of 
migratory  game  birds  legally  taken  may  be  possess^  and  transported 
by  a  person  without  a  permit. 

A  taxidermist  when  authorized  by  a  permit  issued  by  the  Secretary 
may  possess^  buy,  sell,  and  transport  in  any  manner  and  at  any  time 
migratory  birds  and  parts  thereof  legally  taken. 

Permits  shall  be  yaUd  only  during  the  calendar  year  of  issue,  shall 
not  be  transferable,  and  shall  be  reyocable  in  the  discretion  of  the 
Secretary.  A  person  holding  a  permit  shall  report  to  the  Secretary 
on  or  before  January  10  following  its  expiration  the  number  of  skins, 
nests,  or  eggs  of  each  species  couiBcted,  bought,  sold,  or  transported. 

Eyery  package  in  which  migratoiy  birds  or  their  nests  or  eggsare  fJSSSS^  ^ 
transported  shall  haye  dearfy  ana  conspicuously  marked  on  the 
outsiae  thereof  the  name  and  address  of  the  senaer,  the  number  of 
the  permit  in  eyer}r  case  when  a  permit  is  required,  the  name  and 
addi^  of  the  consignee,  a  statement  that  it  contains  specimens  of 
birds,  their  nestd,  or  eggs  for  scientific  purposes,  and,  wheneyer  sudi 
a  package  is  transported  or  ofiFered  for  transportation  from  the

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''That,  by  reason  of  the  existence  of  a  state  of  war,  it  is  essen-  ^  PuJ>noi*w8,i8tseM., 
tial  to  the  national  security  and  defense,  for  the  successful 
prosecution  of  the  war,  and  for  the  support  and  maintenance 
of  the  Arniy  and  Navy,  to  assure  an  adequate  supply  and 
equitable  distribution,  and  to  facilitate  the  movement  of  foods, 
feeds,  fuel  including  fuel  oil  and  natural  gas,  and  fertilizer  and 
fertilizer  ingredients,  tools,  utensils,  implements,  machinery, 
and  equipment  required  for  the  actual  production  of  foods, 
feeds,  and  fuel,  hereafter  in  this  Act  called  necessaries;  to 
prevent,  locally  or  generally,  scarcity,  monopolization,  hoard- 
mg,  injurious  speculation,  manipulations,  and  private  con- 
trols, affecting  such  supply,  distribution,  and  movement;  and 
to  establish  and  maintain  governmental  control  of  such  neces- 
saries during  the  war.  For  such  piirposes  the  instrumentalities, 
means,  meuiods,  powers,  authorities,  duties,  obligations,  ana 
prohibitions  hereinafter  set  forth  are  created,  established, 
conferred  and  prescribed.  The  President  is  authorized  to 
make  such  regulations  and  to  issue  such  orders  as  are  essential 
effectively  to  carry  out  the  provisions  of  this  Act." 

AND,  WHEREAS,  It  is  further  provided  in  said  Act  as  follows: 

'*That,  from  time  to  time,  whenever  the  President  shall  find  p^teift^*i«^««i 
it  essential  to  license  the  importation,  manufacture,  storage, 
mining  or  distribution  of  any  necessaries,  in  order  to '  carry 
into  CTFect  any  of  the  purnoses  of  this  Act,  and  shall  pubUcly 
so  announce,  no  person  shall,  after  a  date  fixed  in  the  announce- 
ment, engage  in  or  carry  on  any  such  business  specified  in  the 
announcement  of  importation,  manufacture,  st^age,  mining, 
or  distribution  of  any  necessaries  as  set  forth  in  such  announce- 
ment, unless  he  shaU  secure  and  hold  a  license  issued  pursuant 
to  this  section.  The  President  is  authorized  to  issue  such 
licenses  and  to  prescribe  regulations  for  the  issuance  of  licenses 
and  requirements  for  systems  of  accounts  and  auditing  of 
accounts  to  be  kept  by  licensees,  submission  of  reports  by  them, 
with  or  without  oath  or  affirmation,  and  the  entry  and  inspec 
tion  by  the  President's  duly  authorized  agents  of  the  places  of 
business  of  licensees."

A  PROCLAMATION. 

Mtftaea^systoms.      ^vWiereas  the  Congress  of  the  Uiuted  States,  in  the  exercise  of  the 

constitutional  authority  vested  in  them,  by  joint  resolution  of  the 
Senate  and  House  of  Representatives,  bearing  date  July  16,  1918, 

resolved: 
That  the  President  during  the  continuance  of  the  present  war  is 
•'  authorized  and  empowered,  whenever  he  shall  deem  it  necessary  for 
the  national  security  or  dedfense.  to  supervise  or  take  possession  and 
assume  control  of  any  telegrapn,  telephone,  marine  cable,  or  radio 
system  or  systems,  or  any  part  thereoi,  and  to  operate  the  same  iH 
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such  manner  as  may^  be  needful  or  desirable  for  tibe  duration  of  the 
war,  which  siipervision,  possession;  control;  or  operation  shall  not 
extend  bejona  the  date  of  the  proclamation  by  tiie  President  of  the 
exchange  of  ratifications  of  the  treaty  of  peace:  Provided,  That  just 
compensation  shall  be  made  for  such  supervision,  possession,  control, 
or  operation,  to  be  determined  by  the  President  j  and  if  the  amount 
thereof ,  so  determined  by  the  President,  is  unsatisfactory  to  die  per- 
son entitled  to  receive  the  same,  such  person  shiJl  be  paid  seventy- 
five  per  centum  of  the  amoimt  so  determined  by  the  President  and 
shalibe  entitled  to  sue  the  United  States  to  recover  such  further  sum 
as,  added  to  said  seventy-five  per  centum,  will  make  up  such  amount 
as  will  be  just  compensation  therefor,  in  the  manner  provided  for  by 
section  twenty-four,  parajgraph  twent^r,  and  section  one  hundred  and 
forty-five  of  the  JuoiciaTCode:  Provided  further,  That  nothing  in 
this  Act  shall  be  construed  to  amend,  repeal,  impair  or  affect  existing 
laws  or  powers  of  the  several  States  in  relation  to  taxation  or  the 
lawliil  poUce  regulations  of  the  several  States,  except  wherein  such 
laws,  powers  or  relations  may  affect  the  transmission  of  Oovem- 
ment  communications,  or  the  issue  of  stocks  and  bonds  by  such 
system  or  systems.^ 

And  whereas  it  is  deemed  necessary  for  the  national  security  and 
defense  to  supervise  and  to  take  possession  and  assume  control  of  aU 
marine  cable  svstems  and  to  operate  the  same  in  such  manner  as  may 
be  needful  or  aesirable:  

Now,  Therefore,   I,   WOODROW  WILSON,   President  of  the  ^«55j5^<»gg^ 
United  States,  under  and  by  virtue  of  the  powers  vested  in  me  by  oabie  lyBtems  in  the 
the  foieeoing  resolution,  and  by  virtue  of  all  other  powers  thereto  ^°**«*8trtes. 
me  ena bBng,  do  hereby  take  possession  and  assume  control  and  super- 
vision of  each  and  every  marine  cable  system  and  every  part  thereof 
owned  or  controlled  and  operated  by  any  companv  or  companies 
organized  and  existinjg  imder  the  laws  of  the  United  States,  or  any 
State  thereof,  including  all  equipment  thereof  and  appurtenances 
thereto,  whatsoever,  and  all  materials  and  suppUes. 

lb  is  hereby  directed  that  the  supervision,  possession,  control,  and  th«^^?Sm2ter**°c«l 
operation  of  such  marine  cable  systems  hereby  oy  me  imdertaken  shall  «ni. 
be  exercised  by  and  through  the  Postmaster  General,  ALBERT  S. 
BURL£SON.  Said  Postmaster  Qeneral  xnay  perform  the  duties 
hereby  and  hereunder  imposed  upon  him,  so  lon^  and  to  such  extent 
and  m  such  manner  as  he  shiQl  deterxnine,  uirou^h  the  owners, 
managers,  boards  of  directors,  receivers,  officers,  and  employees  of 
said  marine  cable  systexns. 

Until  and  except  so  far  as  said  Postmaster  General  shall  f rojn  time  at2?^^?SSi2t  otS- 
to  time  by  eeneral  or  special  orders  otherwise  provide,  the  owners,  •n,offldab,«tc. 
managers,  boards  of  directors,  receivers,  officers,  and  employees^ 
of  the  various  marine  cable  systems  shall  continue  the  operation 
thereof  in  the  usual  and  ordinary  course  of  the  business  of  said 
systems,  in  the  names  of  their  respective  companies,  associations, 
organizations,  owners,  or  managers,  as  the  case  may  he. 

Ilegular  dividends  hitherto  aeclared,  and  maturing  interest  upon  ^nSTSSwwf'et^*^'" 
bonds,  debentures,  and  other  obligations,  may  be  paid  in  due  course;  ^  '  •^  '•  '^* 
and  such  r^ular  dividends  and  interest  may  coubinue  to  be  paid 
until  and  unless  the  said  Postmaster  General  shall,  from  time  to 
time,  otherwise  bv  general  or  special  orders  determine;  and,  subject 
to  the  approval  of  said  Postmaster  General,  the  various  marine  cable 
systems  may  determine  upon  and  arrange  tor  ihe  renewal  and  exten- 
sion of  maturing  obligations. 

From  and  after  twelve  o'clock  midnight  on  the  2nd  day  of  No-    Eiieotiv»d»t«. 
vember  191S,  all  marine  cable  systems  included  in  this  order  and 
proclamation  shall  conclusively  be  deemed  within  the  possession  and 
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contat)!  and  tinder  the  sapervision  of  said  Postmaster  General  without 
further  act  or  notice.

WHEREAS,  the  Act  of  Congress  approved  April  26,  1918  (Public  jJ^^^JSSa,u±^ 
#14CM)5th  Congress),  to  authorize  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy  to  in-    PreamW 
crease  the  faciuties  for  the  proof  and  test  of  ordnance  material  and

'That  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy  is  hereby  authorized  to  expend  ^bUcLaSreStSSB.* 
the  sum  of  $1,000,000,  or  any  part  thereof,  in  his  discretion,  for  p.  537.  ^    ^'    "^' 
the  purpose  of  increasing  the  /acilities  for  tiie  proof  and  test  of 
ordnance  material,  including  necessary  buildings,  construction, 
equipment,  railroad,  and  water  facilities,  land  ana  damages  and 
losses  to  persons,  firms  and  corporations  resulting  from  the  pro- 
curement of  the  land  for  this  purpose,  and  also  all  necessary  ex- 
penses incident  to  the  procurement  of  said  land:  Provided,  That 
if  such  lands  and  appurtenances  and  improvements  attached

WHEREAS,  under  and  by  virtue  of  an  Act  of  Congress  entitled  cmSSSom!"  '^

encoura^ng  the  production,  conserving  the  supply -and  controlling 
the  distribution  of  food  products  and  lud"^  approved  by  the  Presi-  ^^^SiZffiSSSm! 
dent  on  the  10th  day  of  August,  1917,  it  is  provided  among  other  p.snw        '        '^ 
things  as  follows: 

''That,  by  reason  of  the  existence  of  a  state  of  war,  it  is 
essential  to  the  national  security  and  defense,  for  the  successful 
prosecution  of  the  war,  and  for  the  support  and  maintenance  of 
the  Army  and  Navy,  to  assure  an  adequate  supply  and  equi- 
table distribution,  and  to  facilitate  the  movement  of  foods^ 
feeds,  fuel,  including  fuel  oil  and  natural  gas,  fertilizer  ana 
fertilizer  ingredients,  tools,  utensils,  implements,  machinery, 
and  equipment  required  for  the  actual  production  of  foods, 
feeds,  and  fuel,  hereafter  in  this  act  called  necessaries;  to  prevent, 
locallv  or  generally,  scarcity,  monopolization,  hoarding,  injurious 
speculation,  manipulations,  and  private  contnds,  affecting  sudb 
supply,  distribution,  and  movement;  and  to  establish  and 
mamtain  governmental  control  of  such  necessaries  during  the 
war.  For  such  purposes  the  instrumentalities,  means,  mewods, 
powers,  authorities,  duties,  obligations,  and  prohibitions  herein- 
after set  forth  are  created,  estabushea,  conferred,  and  prescribed. 
The  President  is  authorized  to  make  such  regulations  and  to 
issue  such  orders  as  are  essential  effectively  to  carry  out  the 
provisions  of  tBis  act."

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BmMfb  tMl.  mili- 
lirj,  and  na^al  AQnors 


Oyster  Bay,  New  York,  at  4:15  o^clock  in  the  morning  of  January  6, 
1919.  In  his  death  the  United  States  has  lost  one  of  its  most  dis- 
tinguished and  patriotic  citizeDs,  who  had  endeared  himself  to  the 
people  by  his  strenuous  devotion  to  their  interests  and  to  tiie  public 
mterests  of  his  country. 

As  president  of  the  PoUce  Board  of  his  native  city,  as  Member  of 
the  Legislature  and  Governor  of  his  State,,  as  Civil  Service  Commis- 
sioner,  as  A^istant  Secretary  of  the  Navy,  as  Vice-President  and  as 
President  of  the  United  States,  he  displaced  administrative  powers 
of  a  signal  order  and  conducted  the  sfiairs  of  these  various  offices 
with  a  concentration  of.  effort  and  a  watchful  care  which  permitted 
no  divei^ence  from  the  line  of  duty  he  had  definitely  set  for  himself. 

In  the  War  with  Spain,  he  displayed  singular  initiative  and  energy 
and  distinguished  himself  among  the  commanders  of  the  army  in  the 
field.  As  rresident  he  awoke  uie  Nation  to  the  dangers  of  private 
control  which  lurked  in  our  financial  and  industriiS  systems.  It 
was  by  thus  arresting  the  attention  and  stimulating  the  purpose  of 
the  country  that  he  opened  the  way  for  subsequent  necessary  and 
ben^cent  reforms. 

EQs  private  life  was  characterized  by  a  simplicity,  a  virtue  and  an 
affection  worthy  of  all  admirieition  and  emulation  by  t^e  people  of 
America 

IN  TESTIMONY  of  the  respect  in  which  his  memory  is  held  by 
the  Gk)vemment  and  people  of  the  United  States,  I  do  hereby  direct 
that  the  flags  of  the  Wnite  House  and  the  several  Pepartmental 
Buildings  be  displayed  at  half  staff  for  a  period  of  thittv  days,  and 
that  suitable  military  and  naval  honors  imder  orders  oi  the  Secre- 
taries of  War  and  of  the  Navy  may  be  rendered  on  the  day  of  the 
funeral.

A  PROCaLiAMATION 

WHEREAS;  it  appears  that  the  public  eood  will  be  promoted  bj 
excluding  certain  lands  within  the  State  of^evada  from  the  Nevada 
NationalForest,  and  by  restoring  the  public  lands  subject  to  disposi- 
tion in  the  excluded  areas  in  a  manner  authorized  dj  the  Act  of 
Co'^.gress  approved  September  thirtieth,  nineteen  hundred  and  thir- 
teen (38  Stat.,  113),  entitlea  ''An  Act  To  authorize  the  President  to 
provide  a  methpd  for  opening  lands  restored  from  reservation  or 
withdrawal,  and  for  other  purposes^ 

Now,  therefore,  I,  W(X)DROW  WILSON,  President  of  the  United 
States  of  America,  bv  virtue  of  the  power  in  me  vested  by  the  Act  of 
Congress  approved  June  fourth^  eighteen  hundred  and  ninetjr-eeven 
(30  Stat.,  11  at  34  and  36),  entitlea  ''An  Act  Making  appropriatioDs 
for  sundiy  civil  expenses  of  the  Government  for  the  &cal  year  ending 
Jime  thirtieth,  e^hteen  hundred  and  ninety-^ight,  and  for  other  pur- 
poses", do  proclaim  that  the  boundaries  of  the  Nevada  National 
Forest  are  hereby  changed  to  exclude  the  areas  indicated  as  elimina- 
tions on  the  diacTam  hereto  annexed  and  forming  a  part  hereof. 

And  I  do  fu^er  proclaim  and  make  knowS^t  Si  my  judgment 
it  is  proper  and  necessary,  in  the  interest  of  equal  opportumtj  and 
good  administration,  that  all  of  the  excluded  lands  subject  to  disposi- 
tion should  be  restored  to  homestead  entry  in  advance  of  settlement 
or  other  forms  of  disposition,  and  pursuant  to  the  authority  reposed 
in  me  by  the  aforesaid  act  oi  September  thirtieth,  nineteen  hundred 
and  thirteen,  I  do  hereby  direct  and  provide  that  such  lands,  subiect 
to  vaUd  rights  aad  the  provisions  of  existing  withdrawals,  shall  be 
opened  to  entry  only  under  the  provisions  of  the  homestead  laws 
requiring  residence,  at  and  after,  but  not  before,  nine  o'dock  A.  M., 
stwdard  time,  on  me  sixty-third,  day  after  the  date  of  this  proclamar 
tion,  and  to  settlement  and  other  disposition  under  any  publio  Ifind 
law  applicable  thereto,  at  and  after,  but  not  before,  nine  o'clock  A.  M., 
stanoard  time,  on  the  seventieth  day  after  said  date.  Prospective 
applicants  may,  during  the  period  of  twenty  days  preceding  the  date 
on  which  the  lands  shall  become  subject  to  entir,  selection  or  loca- 
tion of  the  form  desired  under  the  provisions  oi  this  prodamation, 
execute  their  applications  in  the  maimer  provided  by  law  and  present 
the  same,  accompanied  by  the  required  payments,  to  the  proper 
United  States  land  o£Bice  in  person,  by  mail,  or  otherwise,  and  alfappli- 
cations  so  filed,  together  with  such  as  may  be  submitted  at  the  nour 
fixed,  shaU  be  Seated  as  though  simultaneously  filed  and  shall  be  dis- 
posed of  in  the  manner  prescribed  by  existing  regulations.  Under 
such  regulations  conflicts  of  equal  rights  will  be  determined  by  a 
drawing. 

Warning  is  hereby  siven  that  no  settlement  initiated  prior  to  seven 
days  after  the  date  tor  homestead  entry  will  be  recognized,'  but  all 
persons  who  go  upon  any  of  the  lands  to  be  restored  Hereunder  and 
perform  any  act  of  settlement  thereon  prior  to  nine  o'clock  A.  M., 
standard  time,  on  the  seventieth  day  from  and  after  the  date  hereof, 
or  who  are  on  or  are  occupying  wy  part  of  said  lands  at  such  hour, 
except  tiiose  having  vaUd  subsisting  settlement  rights  initiated  prior 
to  withdrawal  from  settlement  and  since  maintained,  and  those  Hav- 
ing preferences  to  make  entry  under  the  provisions  of  the  act  of 
Congress  approved  June  eleventh  nineteen  hundr^  and  six  (34  Stat.,

p^gS?"*  WHEREAS,  under  and  by  virtue  of  an  act  of  Congress  entitled 

p^ucL»ws,nta«s.,  it^  j^^^  ^  Provide  further  for  the  National  Security  and  Defence 

by  encouraging  the  production  conserving  the  supply,  and  controlling 
the  distribution  of  food  products  and  fuel,'*  approved  August  10, 
p^riamatioiui^sess.,  1917,  the  President,  on  the  16th  day  of  September,  19.18,  made  the 
^'  following  proclamiation: 

''Now.  therefore,  I,  Woodrow  Wilson,  President  of  the  United 
States  oi  America,  by  virtue  of  the  powers  conferred  on  me  by  sdd 
act  of  Congress,  do  hereby  find  and  determine  thait  it  is  essential,  in 
order  to  assure  an  adequate  and  continuous  supply  of  food,  in 
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order  to  subserve  the  national  security  and  defense,  and  because  of 
the  increasing  requirements  of  war  inaustries  for  the  fuel  productive 
capacity  of  the  country,  the  strain  upon  transportation  to  serve  such 
inaustnes,  and  the  snortage  of  labor  caused  by  the  necessity  of 
increasing  the  armed  forces  of  the  United  States,  that  the  use  of, 
glucose,  com,  rice  or  any  other  foods,  fruits,  food  materials  and  feeds 
m  the  production  of  malt  liquors  inoludins  near  beer,  for  beverage 
purposes  be  prohibited.  And  by  this  proclamation  I  prescribe  and 
give  public  notice  that  on  and  after  October  1st,  1918,  no  person  shall 
use  any  sugar,  glucose,  com,  rice  or  any  other  foods,  iruits^  food 
materials  or  feeds,  except  malt  now  already  made,  and  hops,  m  the 
production  of  malt  liquors,  including  near  beer,  for  beveri^e  pur- 
poses^hether  or  not  such  malt  liquors  contain  alcohol,  and  on  and 
after  December  1st,  1918.  no  person  shall  use  any  su^ar,  glucose,  com, 
rice  or  any  other  foods,  iruits,  food  material  or  f fe(£,  including  malt, 
in  the  production  of  malt  liquors,  including  near  beer,  for  beverage 
purposes,  whether  or  not  such  malt  liquors  contain  alcohol."

A  PROCLAMATION. 

Whereas,  under  and  by  virtue  of  an  act  of  Congress  entitled  "An    ^jJ^JSI!^ 
Act  to  provide  further  for  the  national  securitv  and  defence  by    PubUoUws^iBtsesB., 
encoura^g  the  production,  conserving  the  supply,  and  controlling  %^^tiaiis.2d8MB., 
the  distnbution  of  food  products  and  fuel,  approvea  August  10, 1917,  p-**- 
the  President,  on  the  16th  day  of  September,  1918,  made  a  procla- 
mation, containing  the  foll6wing  prohibition: 

''I  prescribe  and  give  public  notice  that  on  and  after  October 
1,  1918,  no  person  shall  use  any  sugar,  glucose,  com,  rice,  or  anv 
other  foods,  fruits,  food  matenals  or  feeds,  except  hops  and  malt 
now  already  made,  in  the  production  of  malt  liquors,  inchiding 
near  beer,  for  beverage  purposes,  whether  or  not  such  maK 
liquors  contain  alcohol,  and  on  and  after  December  1,  1918,  no 
person  shall  use  any  sugar,  glucose,  com,  rice,  or  any  other 
foods,  fmits,  food  materials  or  feeds,  including  malt,  in  the 
production  of  malt  liquors,  including  near  beer,  for  beverage 
purposes,  whether  or  not  such  malt  hquors  contain  alcohol." 

And  whereas  the  President,  imder  authority  of  the  said  act  of  August    ^^'  ^'  ^^ 
10,  1917,  by  further  proclamation  dated  January  30,  1919,  modified 
the  said  proclamation  of  September  16,  1918,  so  as  to  permit  the  use 
of  grain  m  the  manufacture  of  beverages  which  are  not  intoxicating, 
sudi  proclamation  providmg  as  follows: 

''Whereas  the  prohibition  of  the  use  of  grain  in  the  manufac- 
ture of  beverages  which  are  not  intoxicating  has  been  found 
by  the  President  to  be  no  longer  essential  in  .order  to  assure  an 
adequate  and  continuous  supj^y  of  food: 

Now,  therefore,  I  do  hereby  modify  the  aforesaid  proclama- 
tion made  on  the  16th  day  of  September,  1918,  to  tne  extent 
of  permitting  the  use  of  grain  in  the  manufacture  of  beverages 
which  are  not  intoxicating.'' 

And  whereas  for  the  production  from  a  cereal  base  of  a  nonintoxi- 
cating  beverage,  which  snail  be  nutritious  and  palatable,  food  products 
other  than  grains,  of  which  there  is  now  an  adequate  supply^  but  of 
which  the  use  for  such  purposes  is  prohibited  by  the  aforesaid  proc- 
lamation of  September  16,  1918,  are  reqidred: — 

Now,  therefore,  I  Woodrow  Wilson,  President  of  the  United  States  ti«**^^  oT^ 
of  America,  do  nereby  amend  the  aforesaid  proclamation  of  Sep-  •^  to  intoxkauiig 
tember  16,  1918,  by  inserting  in  the  first  sentence  of  the  prohibiting         ^^'^' 
paragraph,  after  the  words,  ''production  of  the  word  "intoxicating" 
and  by  striking  out  of  the  same  sentence  the  words  "including  near 
beer";  and  by  inserting  in  the  succeeding  sentence  in  both  places 
where  the  phrase  "production  of  malt  hquors"  occurs,  after  the 
words,  "production  of"  the  word  "intoxicating,"  and  striking  out 
the  phrases  "including  near  beer^'  and"whether  or  not  such  malt 
liquors  contain  alcohol"  in  both  places  in  that  sentence  where  these 
phrases  occur,  so  that  as  amended  the  prohibitory  provisions  of  said 
proclamation  shall  read  as  follows: 

"that  the  use  of  sugar,  ducose,  com,  rice,  or  an^  other  foods,  ^^^SSl^f^^SSSi 
fruits,  food  materials  and  feeds  in  the  production  of  intoxi- 
cating malt  liquors  for  beverage  purposes  be  prohibited.  And 
by  this  Proclamation  I  prescribe  and  give  public  notice  that  on 
and  after  October  1, 1918,  no  person  shflJl  use  any  sugar,  ghicose, 
com,  rice,  or  any  other  foods,  fruits,  food  materiius  or  feeds, 
except  hops  and  malt  now  already  made,  in  the  production  oi 
intoxicating  malt  liquors,  for  beverage  purposes,  and  on  and 
after  December  1,  1918,  no  person  shful  use  any  sugar,  ghioose. 
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com,  rice  or  an^  other  foods,  fruits,  food  materials  or  feeds, 
including  malt,  m  the  production  of  intoxicating  malt  liquors, 
for  beverage  purposes,  whether  or  not  such  malt  uquors  contain 
alcohol."

GREETING: 

KNOW  YE,  That  the  Congress  of  the  United  States  at  the  second  nSfS^cJgSS: 
session,  sixty-fifth  Congress  begun  at  Washington  on  the  third  day  of  ticn. 
December  in  the  year  one  thousand  nine  hundred  and  seventeen, .  ^''^^^^ 
passed  a  Resolution  in  the  words  and  figures  following:  to  wit — 

JOINT  RESOLUTION 

Proposing  an  amendment  to  the 

Constitution  of  the  United  States. 

RESOLVED  BY  THE  SENATE  AND  HOUSE  OP  REPRE- 
SENTATIVES OF  THE  UNITED  STATES  OF  AMERICA  IN 
CONGRESS  ASSEMBLED  (TWO-THIRDS  OF  EACH  HOUSE 
CONCURRING  THEREIN),  That  the  following  amendment  to  the  piff^ffBu^JT' 
Constitution  be,  and  hereby  is,  proposed  to  the  States,  to  become  _  wSf"^^^'**"^ 
valid  as  a  part  of  the  Constitution  when  ratified  by  the  legislatures 
of  the  several  States  as  provided  by  the  Constitution: 

*' Article  — . 

''Section  1.  After  one  year  from  the  ratification  of  this  article  tt^fSSS^SS 
the  manufacture,  sale,  or  ti^sportation  of  intoxicating  liquors 
within,  the  importation  thereof  into,  or  the  exportation  thereof  from 
the  United  States  and  all  territory  subject  to  tne  jurisdiction  thereof 
for  beveragepurposes  is  hereby  prohibited. 

''Sec.  2.  Tne  Congress  and  the  several  States  shall  have  concur- 
rent power  to  enforce  this  article  by  appropriate  le^lation. 
.  "Sec.  3.  This  article  shall  be  inoperative  unless  it  shall  have  been  ie^*5SS?Jq«iSS?" 
ratified  ad  an  amendment  to  the  Constitution  hj  the  l^islatures 
of  the  several  States,  as  provided  in  the  Constitution,  within  seven 
years  from  the  date,  of  the  submission  hereof  to  the  States  by  the 
Congress. " 

And,  further,  that  it  appears  from  official  documents  on  file  in  ^SSAAnS^mtf^ 
this  Department  that  the  Amendment  to  the  Constitution  of  the 
United  Stated.  propose<^  as  aforesaid  has  been  ratified  by  the  Legis- 
latures of  the  States  of  Alabama,  Arizona,  California,  ColorMO, 
Delaware,  Florida,  Georgia,  Idaho,  Illinois,  lodiana,  Kansas,  Ken- 
tucky, Louisiana,  Maine,  Maryland,  Massachusetts,  Michigan,  Min- 
nesota, Mississippi,  Montana,  Nebraska,  New  {{ampshire,  Nortii 
Carolina,  North  Dakota,  Ohio,  Oklahoma,  Oregon  Siouth  Dakota, 
South  Carolina,  Texas,  Utah,  Virginia,  Washington,  West  Virginia, 
Wisconsin  and  Wyoming.
